Two  Chinatown  Agencies

For  several  years,  two 
Chinatown  agencies  have  strug¬ 
gled  to  house  their  various  pro¬ 
grams.  The  Asian  American 
Civic  Association  has  been  rent¬ 
ing  a  basement  office  with  no 
windows  and  too-little  room  for 
growth.  Meanwhile,  the  Kwong 
Kow  Chinese  School  has  been 
moving  from  building  to  build¬ 
ing,  searching  for  sufficient 
classroom  space. 

But  soon,  the  two  Chinatown 
agencies'  rental  and  space  trou¬ 
bles  should  come  to  an  end. 

The  nonprofits  plan  to  jointly 
build  a  six-and-a-half-story 


building  at  87  Tyler  St.  that  they 
say  will  give  them  stability, 
room  for  growth,  and  the  ability 
to  better  serve  their  clients.  The 
two  groups  updated  the  com¬ 
munity  of  their  plans  at  the 
March  21  Chinatown 
Neighborhood  Council  meeting. 

"We  desperately  need  more 
space  for  our  programs,"  said 
Mary  Chin,  board  president  of 
AACA,  during  a  phone  inter-

view  after  the  meeting. 
"There  is  not  enough  space 
[where  we  currently  rent]. 
There  are  no  windows,  no 
air." 

"The  last  few  years 
we've  been  going  every¬ 
where  [to  house  our  pro¬ 
grams],"  said  Felix  Lui, 
president  of  Kwong  Kow, 
which  has  been  holding 
classes  in  various  spaces  in 
Chinatown  for  the  past 
several  years  before 
recently  renting  space  at  a 
building  at  90  Tyler  St. 
and  MassPike  Towers. 

AACA,  which  publish¬ 
es  the  Sampan  newspaper, 
is  a  social  services  agency 
that  provides  immigrants 


mg,  jobtraining  and  place¬ 
ment,  English  classes, 
workforce  development, 
and  family  literacy  educa¬ 
tion.  Kwong  Kow  teaches 
children  Chinese  language, 
culture  and  arts. 

AACA  said  it  hopes  to 
greatly  expand  its  services 
in  the  new  building,  slated 
to  break  ground  in  one 
year.  Chin  said  that 
AACA,  which  serves  more 
than  10,000  low-income 
immigrants  annually,  will 
use  the  building  to  expand 
its  office-skills  training 
program  and  a  new  auto¬ 
motive  training  partner¬ 
ship  for  minorities,  called 
PACE.  In  addition,  the 
agency  plans  to  start  a 


childcare  and  youth  pro¬ 
gram  at  the  new  building. 
Currently  employing  a 
staff  of  37,  AACA  plans  to 
increase  its  staff  to  93  peo¬ 
ple  in  its  new  building. 

Kwong  Kow  plans  to 
increase  its  staff  from  25  to 
35  people  and  to  add  more 
Mandarin  language  classes 
to  its  Chinese-language 
programs,  which  are  most¬ 
ly  in  Cantonese.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  the  school  hopes  to 
create  programs  for  the 
parents  of  the  children 
who  take  classes  there.  Lui 
said  the  stability  of  own¬ 
ing  a  space  in  Chinatown 
is  more  important  to  the 
agency  than  expanding. 

"We  have  to  be  stable," 
said  Lui.  Chin  also  said 


that  AACA  looks  forward 
to  the  stability  that  comes 
with  owning  a  building. 

The  $11  million  project, 
which  will  be  about  43,000 
square  feet  in  size,  will 
house  AACA  on  the 
ground  floor  and  floors 
four  to  six,  and  Kwong 


Kow  on  floors  one  to 
three. 

Both  groups  have  been 
raising  funds  for  the  pro¬ 
ject. 

"If  we  had  more  space," 
said  Chin,  “then  we  would 
do  more  programs."

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Fireworks  Ignite  Over  Gaiety  Theatre 

Real-life  Theatre 
Erupts  with  Zoning 
Board  of  Appeals

What  was  scheduled  as 
a  routine  hearing  last 
Tuesday  before  the  Zoning 
Board  of  Appeal  on  the 
determination  of  the 
Gaiety  Theatre's  status, 
turned  into  a  heated  con¬ 
frontation  between  the 
ZBA  and  proponents  to 
save  the  theater  from 
demolition,  including  four 
city  councilors. 

The  hearing  was  sched¬ 
uled  for  12:30  pm.  At  1:45 
pm,  ZBA  chairman  Robert 
Shortsleeve  announced  to 
the  crowd  of  over  60  peo¬ 
ple  that  the  board  would 
not  hear  the  appeal.  The 
stunned  audience  erupted 
into  cries  of  "servants  for 
the  BRA"  and  "rump 
board."  City  councilor 
Chuck  Turner  demanded 
to  know  why.  "This  is  an 
advertised  hearing,"  he 
said.  "How  can  you  not 
have  the  hearing?" 

Shortsleeve  stated: 
"Corporation  Counsel  has 
said  we  have  no  standing 
on  this  matter."  Ignoring 
taunts  from  the  crowd,  he 
tried  to  continue  with 
other  scheduled  hearings. 

It  was  not  to  be.  City 
counilor  Maura  Hennigan 
asked:  "Where  is 
Counsel's  letter  stating 
that  you  have  no  standing 
on  this  matter?" 

"There  was  no  letter," 
Shortsleeve  declared,  fur¬ 
ther  inflaming  the  Gaiety 
supporters,  who  had  come 
to  oppose  the  theater's 
demolition  by  Kensington 
Investment  Co.,  the  owner. 
Kensington  wants  to 


demolish  the  Gaiety  to 
build  a  30-story  apartment 
building,  called 
Kensington  Place,  along 
Washington  Street. 

Hennigan  then  led  the 
Gaiety  supporters,  includ¬ 
ing  city  councilors  Chuck 
Turner  and  Felix  Arroyo, 
to  City  Hall  law  offices, 
only  to  find  the  doors 
there  locked  with  two 
security  guards  inside  and 
four  others  out  in  the  hall 
Hennigan  demanded  the 
right  to  see  the  counsel 
responsible  for  the  hear¬ 
ing's  closure. 

The  head  of  security 
said  only  cpyfipljfgs^yould 
be  allowed  inside.  Former 
Corporation  Counsel 
Marita  Hopkins  appeared, 
stating  she  didn't  know 
why  the  hearing  was 
closed.  She  promised  to 
find  a  solution,  but  that 
first  the  proponents  had  to 
return  to  the  hearing  area. 

Hopkins  arranged  for 
the  ZBA  to  hold  the  hear¬ 
ing  but  warned  that  it 
wouldn't  make  a  decision; 
instead,  it  would  take  the 
case  "under  advisement" 
with  a  decision  made  at  a 
latter,  non-specified  date. 

As  the  hearing  recon¬ 
vened,  Shortsleeve  tried  to 
limit  testimony  to  two 
speakers  but  relented 
when  told  that  five  city 
councilors  were  there. 

Four  —  Charles  Yancey, 
Hennigan,  Arroyo,  and 
Turner  —were  in  favor  of 
the  Gaiety,  and  one  — 

James  Kelly  —opposed  it. 
Shortsleeve  did  limit  the 
non-elected  speakers  to 
two  persons  from  the 
Chinatown  community. 
Ching-In  Chen,  of  the 
Asian  American  Resource 
Workshop,  testified  that 


the  Gaiety  is  an  integral 
part  of  the  Chinatown 
Master  Plan  and  was  slat¬ 
ed  to  become  a  cultural 
community  center.  If  de¬ 
molished,  she  said,  it 
would  have  to  be  replaced 
according  to  cultural 
preservation  rules  in  force. 

Turner  stressed  that  the 
demolition  represented  ec¬ 
onomic  expediency  over 
law.  "The  Inspectional  Ser¬ 
vices  Division  issued  a 
permit  for  demolition 
without  the  required  ZBA 
hearing,"  he  said.  Arroyo 
added  that  the  ZBA  had  a 
duty  to  review  the  master 
plan  and  see  that  Kensing¬ 
ton  Place  was  not  in  the 
community's  best  inter¬ 
ests.  Hennigan  tried  to  get 
the  ZBA  to  put  a  stay  on 
the  demolition  until  its 
decision  was  made. 

Kelly  stated  that  the 
development,  especially 
affordable  housing,  was 
good  for  the  neighbor¬ 
hood's  economy. 

Matt  Kiefer,  counsel  for 
the  developer,  stated  that 
the  demolition  approval 
was  in  hand  in  2001  after  it 
was  found  that  the  Gaiety 
was  no  longer  a  designat¬ 
ed  theater.  "Four  city  and 
three  state  agencies  have 
approved  the  [Kensington 
Place]  development,"  he 
said.  "There  have  been 
court  [land]  trials,  appel¬ 
late  and  supreme  court 
findings  all  in  favor  of 
[it]."  He  agreed  with 
Shortsleeve  that  the  ZBA 

didn't  Have  standing  in  the 

matter.  " I  am  confident  in 
the... determination  from 
the  Corporation  Counsel" 
Shortsleeve  moved  to 
send  the  matter  to  Counsel 
for  a  "speedy  determina¬ 
tion."  All  voted  in  favor.

Woman  Stabbed  on  Tyler  Street 


A  21 -year-old  woman 
was  stabbed  multiple 
times  and  robbed  on  Tyler 
Street  last  Wednesday 
night.  At  9:40  pm,  the  vic¬ 
tim  flagged  down  a  police 
car  at  "about"  98  Tyler  St. 
and  showed  the  officer  the 
wounds  on  her  abdomen, 
said  Officer  John  Boyle. 

The  police  officer  called  for 
help  for  translation,  and 
the  victim  was  transported 
to  Boston  Medical  Center. 


As  the  Sampan  went  to 
press,  it  was  unclear  if  the 
translation  was  needed  for 
only  the  witnesses  at  the 
scene  -  or  also  for  the  vic¬ 
tim,  who  was  Asian. 

Witnesses  reported  that 
two  suspects  were  seen  at 
the  comer  of  a  building  at 
90  Tyler  St.  at  around  9:40 
pm.  They  then  confronted 
the  woman,  and  a  struggle 
ensued  over  her  purse.  The 
witnesses  described  the 


suspects,  who  remain  at 
large,  as  two  black  males. 
One  appeared  to  be  about 
20  years  old  and  5  feet,  7 
inches  in  height,  wearing  a 
yellow  jacket  with  dark 
sleeves.  The  other  suspect 
was  wearing  a  white  jack¬ 
et.  Information  about  the

Chinatown  Bus  Bursts  into  Flames 


A  bus  that  operates 
between  New  York  City's 
and  Boston's  Chinatowns 
burst  into  flames  on 
March  18  near  Brighton, 
on  Route  90  eastbound. 

At  2:10  a.m.  the  bus 
caught  fire,  according  to 
Massachusetts  state  troop¬ 
er  Thomas  Ryan. 

State  police  responded 
to  the  fire,  which  resulted 


in  no  injuries  because  pas¬ 
sengers  evacuated  the  bus. 

"Boston  Fire... respond¬ 
ed  to  the  scene  with  two 
fire  trucks  [that]  both  ran 
out  of  water.. .that's  why 
they  called  Newton  Fire 
Department.  Apparently 
the  bus  was  pretty  fully 
engulfed,"  said  Ryan.  All 
eastbound  lanes  were  shut 
down  for  over  an  hour. 


State  police  issued  the 
bus's  driver,  Shitong  Ou, 
age  40  of  Malden,  a  sum¬ 
mons  for  negligent  opera¬ 
tion  of  a  motor  vehicle  and 
for  a  "miscellaneous 
equipment  violation." 

Anthea  Ngan  Fei  Chu 
of  Travel  Pack,  the  compa¬ 
ny  that  operated  the  bus, 
declined  to  comment  on 
the  incident.  -A.S. 


Gourmet  Seafood  to  Apply  for  Beer  License 


Gourmet  Seafood  Res¬ 
taurant,  at  44-46  Beach  St., 
plans  to  apply  for  a  beer 
and  wine  license,  said  Wai 
Ming  Cheung,  a  part 
owner  of  the  restaurant. 
He  requested  support 
from  the  Chinatown 
Neighborhood  Council 
last  month,  but  the  council 


said  it  would  defer  the 
decision  to  the  Chinatown 
Safety  Committee. 

A  beer  and  wine 
license  was  held  at  the 
same  address  when  Pacific 
Garden  was  located  there, 
but  the  license  was  can¬ 
celed  because  of  non¬ 
renewal  and  payment. 


Cheung  also  operates  a 
restaurant  in  Fall  River. 

The  Chinatown  Safety 
Committee  will  discuss 
the  license  application  at 
its  April  6  meeting  at  the 
DoubleTree  Hotel  in 
Chinatown.  -A.S.

If  the  mayor  runs  the 
city,  what  do  city  coun¬ 
cilors  do?  Why  don't  local, 
gubernatorial,  and  presi¬ 
dential  elections  all  take 
place  in  the  same  year? 
What's  the  difference 
between  city  and  county 
governments? 

These  are  just  some  of 
the  questions  that  immi¬ 
grants  have  as  they  learn 
about  America's  political 
process.  But  thanks  to 
voter-education  efforts  by 
local  organizations  that 
serve  immigrants,  their 
questions  are  getting 
answered. 

In  Chinatown,  the 
Chinese  Resident 
Association  and  the 
Chinese  Progressive 
Association  have  been 


working  to  increase  voter 
participation  and  educa¬ 
tion  in  the  local  Chinese 
community  for  several 
years.  Between  the  1997 
and  2001  mayoral  elec¬ 
tions,  voter  turnout  in 
Chinatown  more  than  dou¬ 
bled,  from  16%  to  34% 
between  the  two  years. 
Also,  compared  to  their 
counterparts  in  other  areas 
of  Boston,  Chinatown  vot¬ 
ers  turned  out  in  high 
numbers  for  the  2003  city 
elections  For  those  elec¬ 
tions,  voter  turnout  was 
27%  in  Chinatown,  com¬ 
pared  to  Hyde  Park's  26%, 
Mission  Hill's  23%,  and 
Brighton's  20%.  The  high¬ 
est  turnout  was  in  West 
Roxbury  at  36%. 

In  Dorchester,  which 
has  Boston's  largest  popu¬ 
lation  of  Vietnamese,  non¬ 
profit  groups  such  as  the 


Vietnamese  American 
Civic  Association  and  Viet- 
AID  are  bringing  voter 
education  to  their  con¬ 
stituents,  too.  At  the  two 
organiations,  immigrants 
can  enroll  in  citizenship  or 
civics  courses,  attend 
voter-registration  work¬ 
shops,  and,  for  those  with 
medical  complications,  get 
transportation  to  citizen¬ 
ship  interviews.  The  orga¬ 
nizations  may  also  hold 
forums  to  introduce  candi¬ 
dates  to  the  community. 

Despite  the  progress, 
however,  Asian  immi¬ 
grants  still  have  a  long 
way  to  go  in  terms  of 
increasing  access  and  visi¬ 
bility  to  political  candi¬ 
dates,  said  Lydia  Lowe, 
director  of  the  Chinese 
Progressive  Association. 
More  education  and  out¬ 
reach  is  needed  to  immi¬ 


grants  who  live  outside  of 
Chinatown,  she  said. 

Viet- AID  executive 
director  Nhan  Paul  Ton 
That  said  that  the  gap  in 
civic  education  among 
immigrants  is  not  being 
closed  by  "more  main¬ 
stream"  community  orga¬ 
nizations,  such  as  neigh¬ 
borhood  associations  and 
the  City  of  Boston's  "Main 
Street"  volunteer  intiatives. 
Directly  targeting  ethnic 
groups  is  what's  needed  to 
close  the  gap,  he  said. 

"Government  has  the 
primary  responsibility  to 
see  that  people  [including 
immigrants]  register  to 
vote,"  said  Paul  Watanabe, 
director  of  the  Institute  for 
Asian  American  Studies  at 
UMass  Boston.  He  recom¬ 
mended  that  the  govern¬ 
ment  provide  more  multi¬ 
lingual  election  informa¬ 
tion  for  immigrants. 

While  the  gap  in  civic 
education  remains,  a  $1- 
million  project  called  the 
Civic  Engagement 
Initiative  (CEI)  has  been 
working  to  increase  non¬ 
partisan  voter  registration 
in  communities  of  color 
that  traditionally  have  low 
rates  of  voter  participation. 
The  initiative,  which  is  in 
its  third  year,  offers  rigor¬ 
ous  training,  plus  database 
and  software  skills,  to 
Boston-area  community 
groups  such  as  the  Chinese 
Progressive  Association 
and  Viet-AID.  The 
Massachusetts  Voter 


Education  Network 
(Mass VOTE)  and  the 
Commonwealth  Education 
Project  are  providing  the 
training  and  technical 
assistance. 

At  a  CEI  luncheon  last 
month,  Angel  Bermudez, 
who  heads  the  initiative, 
said  that  in  CEI-targeted 
precincts,  voter  registra¬ 
tion  increased  by  21% 
between  the  1999  and  2003 
elections;  voter  turnout, 
increased  by  58%.  The  fig¬ 
ures  for  the  rest  of  the  City 
of  Boston  were  much 
lower,  at  10%  for  registra¬ 
tion  and  -t3.6%  for  voter 
turnout,  said  Bermudez, 
who  is  also  director  of 
grantmaking  for  the 
Boston  Foundation. 

Voter  turnout  in  gener¬ 
al  has  been  declining 
across  the  entire  popula¬ 
tion.  Increased  voter  regis¬ 
tration  and  turnout  have 
been  episodic,  usually  in 
response  to  one  candidacy, 
said  Watanabe  and 
Bermudez  at  the  CEI  lun¬ 
cheon. 

While  voter  apathy 
might  characterize  the 
population  at  large,  immi¬ 
grants  confront  other  chal¬ 
lenges,  such  as  language 
barriers  and  unfamiliarity 
with  the  political  process 
in  the  U.S.  Moreover,  they 
typically  juggle  multiple 
jobs  while  raising  children 
or  taking  care  of  aging  par¬ 
ents.  Vietnamese  who 
came  here  as  refugees  may 
have  missed  out  on  educa¬ 


tion  due  to  war  and/ or 
because  of  non-existent 
schooling  during  their 
years  spent  in  refugee 
camps. 

Still,  funders  of  the 
Civic  Engagement 
Initiative  are  optimistic. 
Henry  Allen,  senior  pro¬ 
gram  officer  for  the 
HyamsFoundation,  called 
the  progress  of  the  initia¬ 
tive,  particularly  those  of 
the  CPA,  "very  significant" 
and  "phenomenally  suc¬ 
cessful."

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Getting  Involved:  From  Sampan  to  BCNC

The  following  is  part  of  an 
occasional  series  of  inter¬ 
views  with  people  involved 
in  Chinatown

There's  a  good  chance 
you've  never  heard  of 
Ging  Lee.  But  Lee,  who 
became  a  board  member  of 
the  Boston  Chinatown 
Neighborhood  Center  on 
March  3,  is  one  of  a 
number  of  retirees  who 
has  found  his  way  back 
into  the  community. 

Lee,  age  57,  first  be¬ 
came  involved  in  China¬ 
town  as  a  volunteer  for  the 
Sampan  in  the  early  1970s. 

He  discovered  the 
Sampan  after  meeting  the 
newspaper's  founder  and 
then-editor,  Gloria  Chun. 
During  his  three-year  stint 
at  the  Sampan,  Lee  learned 
about  the  politics  of 
Chinatown,  discovered 
what  it  meant  to  be  an 
activist,  and,  most 
importantly,  met  his  wife 
Barbara,  who  was  already 
involved  with  the  Asian 
American  Civic 
Association  (then  called 
the  Chinese  American 
Civic  Association),  pub¬ 
lisher  of  the  Sampan. 

When  Lee  and  his  wife 
had  their  two  sons,  Eric 
and  David,  his  focus  shift¬ 
ed  to  earning  a  living  and 
taking  care  of  his  family. 

But  Lee,  who  was  bom 
in  Toisan,  China,  never 
forgot  his  roots.  After 
taking  an  early  retirement, 
Lee  is  again  involved  in 
the  community.  He's  been 
volunteering  with  the 
Boston  Chinatown 
Neighborhood  Center, 
helping  to  raise  money  for 
the  agency's  new  home  in 
the  Metropolitan  building 
on  Oak  Street. 

Talk  about  your  experi¬ 
ence  immigrating  to 
America. 

I  came  to  the  U.S.  at  the  age 


of  10  with  my  mother  -  my 
grandfather  and  my  father 
had  already  arrived  here  on 
their  own.  They  worked  and 
sent  money  back  to  support 
my  family.  This  is  a  very  typ¬ 
ical  immigration  pattern. 

My  father  was  a  very 
stereotypical  Chinese.  He  had 
a  Chinese  laundry  in  Hyde 
Park.  That's  where  I  grew  up. 

What  were  your  first 
impressions  of  the  U.S.? 

I  remember  our,  trip  here 
was  quite  interesting  because 
1  never  knew  what  snow 
was,  and  we  came  in  the 
middle  of  February.  The  first 
things  that  impressed  me 
when  we  got  here  were  snow, 
radiators,  and  thermometers. 
Toisan,  where  I  grew  up, 
was  equatorial. 

Also,  my  dad's  laundry 
was  right  next  to  an 
Army/Navy  story,  and  I'd 
look  in  the  window  of  the 
store,  and  there  was  this  big 
glove  —  there  was  only  one 
glove.  I  would  look  at  it  and 
think  "Holy  mackerel!  These 
people  have  big  hands. " 

Then,  I  found  out  it  was  a 
baseball  glove. 


It  was  through  my  friends 
that  I  met  Gloria  Chun  [then 
the  editor  of  Sampan],  Gloria, 
who  at  the  time  was  a  jour¬ 
nalism  student  at  B.U.'s 
School  of  Communication, 
had  this  notion  that  there  was 
a  need  for  a  bilingual  newspa¬ 
per.  By  that  time,  there  were 
people  who  had  grown  up  in 
Chinatown,  done  well  in 
school,  and  found  good  jobs 
and  moved  to  the  suburbs. 
And,  of  course,  you  still  had 


ated  college,  I  got  introduced 
to  Gloria  and  I  got  into  the 
Sampan.  In  fact,  my  wife  was 
active  with  the  CACA 
(AACA  was  formerly  called 
the  CACA,  or  Chinese 
American  Civic  Association) 
and  that's  where  I  met  her. 

Gloria  knew  that  my  wife 
Barbara  and  I  had  met  at  the 
Sampan.  In  fact,  when  we 
had  our  oldest  son,  Eric, 
Gloria  said:  "Hey,  I  have  a 
name  for  your  son.  You 


How  was  learning 
English? 

I  learned  English  by 
watching  television:  “ Zorro " 
and  "The  Adventures  of  Wild 

Bill  Hickok."  And  my  concept 
of  the  American  family  was 
epitomized  by  what  I  saw  on 
TV,  like  the  "Donna  Reed 
Show."  As  a  kid,  you  adjust 
very  quickly,  you  get 
Americanized  very  quickly. 

Were  there  many  other 
Chinese  in  your  school? 

Not  in  Hyde  Park.  In 
Hyde  Park,  there  was  my 
family  that  had  a  laundry, 
and  there  was  the  Wong  fam¬ 
ily,  whose  kids  were  born 
here. 

Talk  about  your  involve¬ 
ment  with  the  Sampan. 


I  was  brought  up  in  a 
very  typical  environment  [for 
Chinese  Americans],  I  always 
had  this  notion  of  being  an 
obedient  son:  work  hard  in 
school,  get  a  good  job.  But 
then  when  I  got  involved  in 
the  Sampan,  I  saw  people  like 
Gloria  and  Barbara,  who  were 
activists.  They  weren '  t  afraid 
to  express  their  opinions. 

That  had  a  big  influence  on 
me,  too.  I  said:  "Wow,  other 
people  are  doing  that.  I'll  do 
the  same  thing. "

the  people  who  lived  in 
Chinatown.  There  was  a  split 
between  the  suburban 
Chinese  and  the  Chinese  peo¬ 
ple  here  in  Chinatown.  So, 

Gloria  saw  this  need  for  a 
bilingual  newspaper...  to 
draw  some  of  the  suburban 
people  back  into  Chinatown.  I 
think  that  it  accomplished  its 
job.  It  didn't  happen  immedi¬ 
ately  —  it  took  decades  proba¬ 
bly. 

Why  did  you  get 
involved? 

I  enjoyed  it.  Even  though  I 
was  brought  up  in  Hyde 
Park,  my  father  was  and  is 
still  very  active  in  the  Lee 
Family  Association.  So,  I 
always  had  a  connection  back 
to  Chinatown.  When  I  gradu- 


should  name  your  son

What  were  some  of 
the  issues  in 
Chinatown  when  you 
were  involved  with 
the  Sampan?

tion  of  the  expressway, 
that  took  away  a  lot  of 
housing. 

How  did  you  get 
involved  with  BCNC? 

All  through  the  years,  my 
wife  had  been  sensitive  to 
the  needs  (of  the  Chinese

What  did  you  do  at  the 
paper? 

I  learned  journalism.  My 
teacher  was  Gloria.  Getting  a 
byline,  that  was  like  getting 
an  A  on  a  report  card.  I  had  a 
positive  experience  working 
at  the  Sampan  and  getting 
involved,  and  really  finding 
out  what  was  happening  in 
Chinatown.  Because,  living 
in  the  suburbs,  you're  not 
sensitive  to  the  politics  (of 
Chinatown).  The  only  con¬ 
nection  I  really  had  was  my 
father,  who  was  involved  in 
the  Lee  Family  Association. 


doing,  so  we  alwat/s  con-

In  the  late  1990s,  after 
working  in  the  phone  compa¬ 
ny  for  30  years,  I  took  an 
early  retirement.  So,  I  started 
to  get  involved  in  the  commu¬ 
nity  again. 

So,  in  2 001,  as  a  retiree 
guest  at  the  Verizon  table,  we 
started  going  to  BCNC's 
New  Year's  banquets. 

Verizon  was  a  big  supporter 
of  BCNC.  Then,  two  years 
ago  when  BCNC  started  its 
capital  campaign,  I  was  going 
to  the  banquet  as  a  guest  of 
Verizon,  but  my  wife  said: 
"We  have  two  free  seats,  we 
should  make  a  contribution." 
We  took  the  money  that  we 


would  have  spent  on  the  seats 
to  buy  an  advertisement  in 
the  program  book.  That's  how 
I  got  involved. 

What  are  you  doing  at 
BCNC? 

I  try  to  connect  BCNC  to  cor¬ 
porate  companies,  through 
networking.  I  enjoy  the 
fundraising  -  I'm  doing  it 
because  I  believe  it’s  the  right 
thing  to  do.  I  really  believe  in 
the  new  building  and  what 
they're  doing  far  the  commu¬ 
nity.  Also,  I'm  on  the  board. 
With  tire  job  I  have  now,  I 
have  more  time  to  attend  the 
capital  campaign  meetings. 

Why  are  you  involved? 

The  type  of  work  that  BCNC 
does  with  immigrants,  I  espe¬ 
cially  feel  for  them,  because  I 
was  an  immigrant.  I  know 
what  my  father  had  gone 
through.  Immigrants  who 
come  to  this  country  really 
have  to  struggle.  Back  in  my 
father's  day,  the  family  asso¬ 
ciations  were  the  support  sys¬ 
tems  for  the  immigrants.  But 
by  and  large,  the  family  asso¬ 
ciations  have  gone  away  from 
that  because  of  multi-service 
agencies. 

Also,  back  in  those  days... 
all  the  members  of  the  family 
associations  were  busy  work- 

ing  16-hours  a  day ,  either  in 
the  laundry  or  the  restaurant. 

What  cfo  you  think  about 

the  Chinatown  communi¬ 
ty  now  compared  to  when 
you  were  involved  in  the 
Sampan? 

The  community  has  very 
much  a  political  voice.  It  was 
very  evident  to  me  when  I 
went  to  the  BCNC  banquet 
and  Kennedy  was  there,  the 
lieutenant  governor  (Kerry 
Healey)  was  there,  city  coun¬ 
cilor  James  Kelly  was  there,  a 
lot  of  the  political  figures 
were  there.  The  community 
has  come  a  long  way  in  terms 
of  exercising  its  political 
muscle.  Tire  Chinese  voice  is 
being  heard  now.

Chefs  Unite  for  Cure  for  Diabetes

Bill  Moy,  a  co-modera¬ 
tor  of  the  Chinatown 
Neighborhood  Council, 
said  that  the  local  criminal 
court  system  is  too  lenient 
when  sentencing  burglars, 
handbag  snatchers,  and 
drug  dealers  who  get 
picked  up  in  Chinatown. 

’The  court  system 
refuses  to  hold  these  peo¬ 
ple,"  said  Moy  at  the 
March  21  council  meeting. 

He  said  that  soon  after 
criminals  are  arrested,  they 
are  back  out  on  the  streets 
of  Chinatown,  committing 
more  crimes. 

Moy  and  another  long¬ 
time  neighborhood  leader, 
Frank  Chin,  sent  a  letter  to 
Suffolk  Superior  Court 
Chief  Justice  Robert  A. 
Mulligan,  complaining  of 


"lenient  judges"  who  let 
criminals  off  easy  and 
asked  for  the  justice's  help 
in  ensuring  stricter  punish¬ 
ments. 

"It  is  quite  frustrating  to 
the  police  to  make  an 
arrest  one  minute  [and]  the 
next  minute  to  see  this 
same  person  back  on  the 
street  selling  drugs,"  wrote 
Chin  and  Moy. 

A  spokeswoman  at 
Suffolk  Superior  Court 
declined  to  comment  on 
the  letter,  saying  that  "gen¬ 
erally,  Chief  Justice 
Mulligan  does  not  com¬ 
ment  on  correspondence 
he  receives." 

In  their  letter,  Moy  and 
Chin  also  attributed  the 
crimes  to  three  homeless 
shelters  located  next  to 
Chinatown. 

Several  Chinatown  resi¬ 
dents  and  community  and 


business  leaders  have  spo¬ 
ken  out  recently  about  an 
increase  in  purse  snatch- 
ings  and  robberies  in  the 
neighborhood.  Boston 
Police  have  said  the  num¬ 
bers  of  criminal  incidents 
have  not  increased  but  that 
more  residents,  visitors 
and  workers  are  being  tar¬ 
geted.  Previously,  police 
said,  victims  were  likely  to 
be  people  also  engaged  in 
criminal  activity. 

At  the  council  meeting, 
Moy  also  suggested  that 
many  robberies  and  purse 
snatchings  go  unreported 
by  Chinatown  residents 
who  are  attacked. 

Other  Chinatown  coun¬ 
cilors  who  are  also  restau¬ 
rant  owners  said  they  fear 
the  recent  crimes  are  hurt¬ 
ing  the  business  and  giv¬ 
ing  the  neighborhood  a 
bad  reputation.

but  for  Asian  Americans, 
the  disease  is  especially 
insidious.  "Asian 
Americans  differ  from  the 
other  [minority]  groups 
due  to  the  finding  that 
Asian  Americans  acquire 
the  risk  of  diabetes  with 
very  little  weight  gain," 
said  George  L.  King,  MD, 
AADI  founder  and 
research  director.  They  are 
also  twice  more  likely  to 
have  diabetes  than  the 
general  population  in  the 
U.S.

I'd  like  to 
bring  a  cake  or  some  other 
simple  dessert  —  some¬ 
thing  I'll  be  able  to  pro¬ 
nounce  and  find  in  an 
American  grocery  store,  in 
any  case  —  but  I'm  not 
sure  what  they  like.  I 
know  they  don't  eat  much 
American  food.  Can  you 
give  me  some  sugges¬ 
tions? 

A.  Sure.  Asians  tend  not 
to  have  much  of  a  sweet 
tooth,  compared  to 
Americans  anyway.  The 
Culture  Connector  sug¬ 
gests  you  bring  an  assort¬ 
ment  of  fruits  --  apples, 
oranges,  pears,  kiwi,  man¬ 
gos,  strawberries  and/or 
whatever  else  may  be  in 
season,  t  name  just  some 
possibilities.  If  you  can 
find  Asian  pears,  that 
would  be  a  nice  touch,  too.

Hong  Kong.  What  would 
be  an  appropriate  gift  for 
them?  I  hear  it  would  be 
better  to  give  money 
instead  of  a  gift,  but 
wouldn't  that  be  tacky? 

A.  No.  Cash  is  an  appro¬ 
priate  wedding  gift  for 
many  Asians,  not  just 
Chinese.  But  that  doesn't 
mean  that  giving  a  non¬ 
cash  gift  would  be  inap¬ 
propriate.  In  fact,  the  cou¬ 
ple  -  like  many  other 
Asians  getting  married  in 
this  country  -  may  already 
have  a  gift  registry  set  up 
at  one  of  their  preferred 
retailers.  If  they  do,  give 
them  whichever  you  feel 
more  comfortable  with:  a 
gift  or  a  check.  If  you  go 
with  the  gift  registry,  use 
the  same  judgment  in 
choosing  a  present  that 
you  would  if  the  couple 
were  not  Chinese. 

If  they  don't  have  a  gift 
registry,  the  amount  of 
cash  to  give  them  depends, 
as  with  other  wedding 
occasions,  on  various  fac¬ 
tors  like  your  own  finan¬ 
cial  situation,  how  well 
you  know  the  bride  or 
groom,  and  the  type  of 
relationship  you  have  with 
them.  As  a  very  general 
guideline  -  and  the  Culture 
Connector  stresses  "very"  - 
give  a  minimum  of  $50; 
$100  if  you're  with  a  date. 
But  if  you're  not  in  dire 
financial  straits,  and  the 


bride  or  groom  is  a  good 
friend  or  colleague,  give 
much  more  generously,  at 
least  $100;  double  that 
amount  if  you're  bringing 
a  date.  If  you're  in  a  well¬ 
paying  job  with  little  finan¬ 
cial  obligations,  consider 
giving  much  more. 

Southeast  Asians  often 
give  cash  in  a  traditional 
Chinese  red  envelope.  If  * 
you  want  to  be  ultra  cul¬ 
turally  "correct,"  you  could 
offer  your  check  in  one  of 
these  red  envelopes,  which 
sell  by  the  pack  in 
Chinatown  for  about  a  dol¬ 
lar  or  two.  But  it's  perfectly 
fine  to  use  a  regular 
"American"  wedding  card, 
too.  In  fact,  the  Culture 
Connector  has  noted  that 
some  Asians  use  plain 
white  envelopes,  instead  of 
the  red  envelope,  for  their 
cash  gifts. 

Whichever  cultural 
route  you  go  with,  feel 
comfortable  with  your 
choice.  Either  way,  the 
Asians  will  appreciate 
your  thoughtfulness. 

Q.  I  am  an  Asian  who  is 
so  sick  and  tired  of  people 
telling  me  that  we  Asians 
"all  look  alike”!  Are  peo¬ 
ple  really  that  blind  and 
ignorant  or  what!  What 
would  be  a  good  way  to 
shut  these  people  up? 


A.  Well!  The  Culture 
Connector  can  see  that 
you're  fed  up  —  under¬ 
standably  so.  Who  wants 
to  be  lumped  into  one 
meaningless  category? 

But  relax.  The  way  the 
Culture  Connector  sees  it, 
the  "blind"  who  make 
these  kinds  of  comments 
haven't  been  around  a  lot 
of  Asians  (or  Latinos  or 
Africans  or  ...)  —  at  least 
not  often  enough  to  be  able 
to  distinguish  the  differ¬ 
ences  among  them. 

The  next  time  someone 
says  you  Asians  all  look 
alike,  flash  him  or  her  your 
sincerest  smile  possible 
and  reply,  "Oh  really? 
That's  funny.  I  don't  think 
all  you  (blondes,  brunettes, 
...)  look  alike." 

If  humor  is  not  your 
style,  you  could  reply 
instead  —  without  the 
smile  and  looking  the  per¬ 
son  straight  in  the  eye  with 
a  stone  cold  stare  —  "No, 
that's  not  true.  We  really 
don't  look  alike." 

Chances  are,  your  blind 
observer  will  immediately 
see  the  superficiality  of  his 
or  her  comment.  If  not, 
you'll  have  educated  some¬ 
one  on  the  inappropriate¬ 
ness  of  the  remark.

imagine  the  possibilities

As  a  frequenter  of 
Korean  cuisine,  my  sister 
swears  by  this  restaurant. 
So  do  several  of  the  local 
Korean  international  stu¬ 
dents.  They  promise  me 
that  it  is  better  and  more 
authentic  than  Buk  Kyung 
in  Somerville.  Seeing  that 
it  is  so  close  to  where  I 
live,  I  decided  to  give  it  a 
shot. 

Seoul  Kitchen,  which  is 
located  on  busy 
Washington  Street  in 
Brighton  Center,  is  small 
and  cozy.  There  seems  to 
be  plenty  of  tables,  with  a 
sushi  bar  at  the  end  of  the 
restaurant.  Despite  not 
making  reservations,  our 
party  of  six  was  promptly 
seated.  "No  wait  on  a 
Friday  night?"  I  thought  to 
myself.  Seoul  Kitchen  defi¬ 
nitely  has  the  makings  of 
what  some  would  call  a 


hidden  gem. 

We  started  off  with  the 
seafood  pancakes  (hae  mul 
pa  jun,  $10.95),  a  crispy, 
lightly  fried  pancake  appe¬ 
tizer  that  contains  seafood. 
This  was  excellent,  but  a 
warning  to  the  squeamish; 
They  often  contain  squid 
tentacles.  It  was  accompa¬ 
nied  by  a  sweet,  Korean 
soy  sauce. 

A  staple  (and  personal 
favorite)  of  Korean  restau¬ 
rants  is  banchan,  usually 
six  or  so  little  bowls  of  var¬ 
ious  appetizers  to  accom¬ 
pany  the  meal.  At  Seoul 
Kitchen  we  were  given 
kimchi,  pickled  cucum¬ 
bers,  bean  sprouts  and 
potatoes  marinated  with  a 
Korean  sauce. 

Our  main  course 
included  the  beef  galbi, 
but  since  there  were  no 
grills  on  the  table,  the  dish 
came  on  a  sizzling  hot 
plate  and  the  beef  rested 


on  a  bed  of  scallions.  The 
marinade  sauce  was  a 
touch  too  sweet  for  my 
taste,  but  it  was  savory 
nevertheless. 

O-jing-ah-bogum, 
sauteed  squid  with  vegeta¬ 
bles  in  a  spicy  sauce,  was 
served  on  a  sizzling  hot 
plate  smothered  in  onions 
and  hot  peppers.  Do  not 
try  the  green  chili  peppers 
unless  you  absolutely 
know  what  you  are  getting 
into.  This  was  one  of  the 
spicier  dishes  of  the 
evening  and  it  definitely 
had  me  reaching  for  tea  to 
calm  my  taste  buds. 

Seafood  tofu,  or  soft 
tofu  in  seafood,  was  an 
excellent  concoction  of 
clams,  shrimp,  squid,  octo¬ 
pus  and  tofu  mixed  in  a 
spicy  broth.  It  is  difficult  to 
say  how  spicy  this  dish 
was  as  my  taste  buds  were 
so  numb  from  the  sauteed 
squid. 


Seoul  Kitchen  meets  all 
the  criteria  to  qualify  for  a 
"hidden  gem."  It  has  good 
authentic  Korean  food,  fast 
and  friendly  service,  and  is 
relatively  unknown.  The 
wait  staff  at  Seoul  Kitchen 
were  very  attentive,  mak¬ 
ing  sure  we  always  had 
enough  hot  barley  tea  and 
ice  water.  Combine  all  this 
with  the  fact  that  Seoul 
Kitchen  is  a  mere  15-  to  20- 
minute  walk  from  my 
apartment,  I  think  it  is  safe 
to  say  that  I  will  definitely 
be  frequenting  this  hidden 
gem  more  often.

An  architect  wants  to  save 
historic  old  Beijing,  whose 
residents  are  unfairly 
evicted  and  whose  cen¬ 
turies-old  buildings  are 
being  demolished  to  make 
way  for  highly-profitable 
developments. 

Such  are  the  real-life 
fates  of  ordinary  everyday 
citizens  who  form  the 
bases  of  the  three  lone,  but 
powerful,  chapters  in 
"Wild  Grass"  by  Ian 
Johnson.  In  this  masterful 
work  of  narrative  non-fic¬ 
tion,  the  author  delves  into 
his  experiences  as  a  former 
Beijing-based  journalist  to 
reveal  the  brewing  ten¬ 
sions  erupting  in  China's 
legal  system.  But  his  inten¬ 
tions  are  not  to  denounce 
what  others  may  consider 
a  corrupt  or  weak  govern¬ 
ment;  not  at  all.  Rather,  he 
portrays  the  crusades  of  a 
handful  of  Chinese  citi¬ 
zens,  from  the  remote 
Loess  Plateau  to  historic 


Beijing,  who  want  their 
government  to  be  more 
fair  and  open. 

Fluent  in  Mandarin, 
Johnson  spent  seven  years 
in  China  as  the  Beijing  cor¬ 
respondent  for  the  Wall 
Street  Journal.  His 
reportage  of  the  Falun 

Gong  movement  earned 
him  a  Pulitzer  Prize  in 
2001.  At  times,  the  "Wild 
Grass"  details  of  his 
sleuthing  in  China  read 
more  like  Hollywood  sus¬ 
pense  than  the  poignant 
narrative  that  it  is. 

"Hotels  are  dangerous 
places. .  .an  overnight  stay 
was  out  of  the  question... 
The  presence  of  suspicious 
types,  including  journal¬ 
ists,  is  reported  to  the  local 
government,"  writes 
Johnson  as  he  treks  into 
the  remote  countryside, 
trying  to  conceal  his 
reporter's  mission  from 
taxi  drivers  and  locals. 

The  author's  risks  as 


journalist,  however,  pale  in 
comparison  to  those  faced 
by  the  grassroots  heroes  of 
"Wild  Grass."  These  are 
the  people— not  acade¬ 
mics,  journalists  or  politi¬ 
cians— who  will  remedy 
China's  "ossified"  legal 
system,  says  Johnson.  He 
writes:  "All  [of  these  grass¬ 
roots  heroes],  successful  or 
not,  are  sowing  the  seeds 

of  change  in  China,  help¬ 
ing  to  foment  a  slow- 
motion  revolution."

Real  Estate  agents  can 
help  you  from  wasting 
time  and  money.  But  who 
can  protect  you  from 
phony  or  law-breaking 
agents? 

The  Real  Estate  Board 
of  Massachusetts.  This 
board  Licenses  candidates 
who  meet  the  statutory 
and  regulatory  require¬ 
ments  for  real  estate  bro¬ 
kers  and  salespersons.  It 
also  regulates  real  estate 
schools,  and  helps  protect 
consumers  --  people  like 
you  --  by  disciplining  real 
estate  agents  who  violate 
licensing  laws  and  regula¬ 
tions. 

In  fiscal  year  2003, 
board  investigators 
inspected  10  real  estate 
offices,  checked  153  licens¬ 
es,  and  received  359  new 
complaints.  It  also  revoked 
25. licenses,  suspended  58 
licenses  and  issued  three 
stayed  suspensions,  and 
one  reprimand. 

But  how  would  you 
find  out  if  a  real  estate 
agent  is  really  licensed  or 
if  he  or  she  has  been  repri¬ 
manded?  This  is  easy, 
especially  if  you  have  Web 


access. 

All  the  74,433  real 
estate  brokers  and  sales¬ 
persons  in  the  state  can  be 
looked  up  in  an  online 
database  provided  by  the 
state's  division  of  profes¬ 
sional  licensure. 

First,  go  to  the  Internet 
site: 

http://license.reg.state.ma 
.us/ pubLic/licque.asp?col 
or=red&amp;Board=HI 

Click  on  search  by  "per¬ 
sonal  information."  Here, 
you  can  enter  certain  infor¬ 
mation  about  who  you're 
looking  for.  First,  in  the 
pull-down  menu,  select 
"real  estate  broker  and 
salesperson"  or  "real  estate 
appraiser." 

Then,  enter  the  person's 
first  and  last  name.  If  you 
don't  find  a  match,  try 
searching  by  last  name 
only.  If  no  matches  come 
up,  there's  a  chance  the 
person  isn't  really  a 
licensed  agent.  If  this 
occurs,  or  if  you  still  rely 
on  typewriters  and  tele¬ 


phones  instead  of  PCs  and 
the  Web,  then  call  the 
board  at  (617)  727-2373. 

If  there's  a  match,  you 
will  find  out  the  following: 
the  agent's  name,  town, 
license  number  and  license 
issue  date,  the  real  estate 
school  the  agent  attended, 
and  any  disciplinary  action 
taken  in  the  last  10  years. 
You  will  also  find  out  if  an 
agent's  license  is  expired. 

Now,  here's  the  fun 
part.  This  site  could  be 
called  a  "one  stop"  license 
check.  Back  up  to  the  page 
where  you  first  started 
looking  for  agents,  and 
instead  select  another  pro¬ 
fession.  Among  the  dozens 
of  options,  you  can  find 
out  about  electricians, 
architects,  landscape  archi¬ 
tects,  plumbers,  land  sur¬ 
veyors  and  gasfitters. 

Imagine  hiring  an  unli¬ 
censed  electrician  to  wire 
that  new  addition  to  you 
dream  house...  Wouldn't 
be  such  a  dream  house  for 
long...

One  of  the  densest  resi¬ 
dential  neighborhoods  in 
the  city,  42-acre  Chinatown 
is  home  to  more  than  5,100 
residents.  The  area  median 
income  of  Chinatown 
households  is  lower  than  in 
most  Boston  households, 
and  the  poverty  rate  is  10% 
higher  than  for  the  general 
population  in  Boston.  To 
make  matters  worse, 
because  of  Chinatown's 
location  near  high-end 
neighborhoods  such  as  the 
South  End  and  Bay  Village, 
the  price  of  housing  has 
shot  up  tremendously  in 
recent  years,  and  is  increas¬ 
ingly  pricing  residents  out. 

While  for-profit  devel¬ 
opers  see  Chinatown's 
potential  for  luxury  resi¬ 
dential  buildings,  non¬ 
profit  organizations  and 
government-sponsored 
affordable  housing  finance 
agencies  make  it  their  goal 
to  preserve  and  create 
affordable  housing  in  the 
existing  neighborhood. 
Right  now,  Boston  requires 
developers  to  set  aside  at 
least  13%  of  their  housing 
units  to  be  affordable. 
However,  if  only  13%  of 
the  housing  in  Chinatown 
were  affordable,  virtually 
none  of  the  residents 
would  be  able  to  live  in 
their  community.

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As  Rents  Rise,  Tenants  Should 
Know  They  DO  Have  Rights 


Recent  Local  Real  Estate  Figures 


By  Karen  Yu-Zhen  Chen

In  recent  years,  the 
Chinese  Progressive 
Association's  legal  clinic, 
cosponsored  with  Greater 
Boston  Legal  Services,  has 
seen  an  increasing  number 
of  rent  increase  and  evic¬ 
tion  cases.  The  drop-in 
service  program  and  legal 
clinic  saw  more  than  117 
housing  cases  last  year  in 
Chinatown  and  through¬ 
out  Greater  Boston. 

Standard  market  rents  in 
the  Chinatown  area  today 
are  $1,400  to  $1,600  for  a 
one-bedroom  apartment 
and  $2,400  to  $2,600  for  a 
three  bedroom. 

Recently,  tenants  have 
received  notice  of  double¬ 
digit  rent  increases  at  three 
subsidized  developments 
in  Chinatown,  many  of 
which  are  run  by  "commu¬ 
nity"  landlords. 

Government-subsidized 
housing  is  supposed  to 
provide  increased  protec¬ 
tion  to  low-  and  moderate- 
income  tenants  by  offering 
some  protection  from  real 
estate  speculation  or  profi¬ 
teering.  Tax  dollars  are 
used  to  subsidize  rents  for 
these  landlords  in  order 
for  them  to  keep  rents 
lower  than  the  market  and 
preserve  affordability. 
Therefore,  tenants  at  gov¬ 
ernment-subsidized  build¬ 
ings  normally  have  the 
right  to  at  least  30  days' 
advance  notice  of  pro¬ 
posed  rent  increases,  the 
right  to  review  the  project 
budget  and  reasons  for 
rent  increase,  and  the  right 
to  appeal  an  unreasonable 
rent  increase  to  the  appro¬ 
priate  government  funder. 
While  rent  increases  must 
be  expected  as  costs  such 
as  water  and  building 
repairs  go  up,  subsidized 
landlords  have  the  respon¬ 
sibility  to  increase  rents  on 
a  reasonable  timeline  in 
order  to  help  tenants 
remain  in  the  building. 

All  tenants,  whether 
living  in  subsidized  or 
non-subsidized  housing, 
whether  you  have  a  lease 
or  not,  have  legal  rights. 
Which  rights  you  have 
depends  on  what  type  of 
tenant  you  are.  But  certain 
basic  principles  for  protect¬ 
ing  tenant  rights  apply  to 
everyone.  The  most 
important  one  is  to  seek 
out  other  tenants  of  the 
building  and  take  collec¬ 
tive  action.  Below  is  a  list 
of  basic  tenant  rights. 

1)  It  is  illegal  for  a  land¬ 
lord  to  refuse  to  rent  to 
you  on  the  basis  of  race, 
color,  national  origin, 
ancestry,  marital  status, 
age,  gender,  sexual  orien¬ 
tation,  or  because  you  have 
children. 

2)  When  you  move  into 
an  apartment,  document 
the  conditions.  The  land¬ 
lord  should  provide  a 
Statement  of  Conditions, 
or  you  can  write  your  own 


list  of  any  existing  dam¬ 
ages  and  ask  the  landlord 
to  sign  it.  This  is  to  protect 
you  against  deductions 
from  your  security  deposit 
for  damages  which  you 
were  not  responsible  for. 
The  landlord  must  sign 
and  return  it  within  15 
days  after  the  tenant  signs 
it. 

3)  Ask  for  a  receipt  for 

any  payment  to  the  land¬ 
lord  (such  as  first  and  last 
months'  rent  or  security 
deposit).  ^ 

4)  If  you  sign  a  lease, 
your  landlord  is  required 
by  state  law  to  give  you  a 
copy  of  your  lease  within 
30  days. 

5)  Conditions  in  your 
apartment  must  follow 
four  different  sets  of  laws 
or  codes:  The  State 
Sanitary  Code,  Local 
Health  Ordinances,  the 
Warranty  of  Habitability, 
and  the  Law  of  Quiet 
Enjoyment.  If  your  apart¬ 
ment  is  not  up  to  code, 
your  landlord  is  responsi¬ 
ble  to  make  the  repairs,  but 
you  must  follow  the  prop¬ 
er  legal  procedures  for 
demanding  these  repairs. 
Some  of  the  standards 
include: 

*  Heating  system  in  work¬ 
ing  order 

*  Units  free  of  rodent  and 
insect  infestation 

*  Hot  and  cold  water 

*  A  kitchen  with  sink, 
stove  and  oven 

*  Secure  locked  door 

*  Ceilings  that  do  not  leak 

6)  If  your  landlord  asks 
for  a  big  and  unreasonable 
rent  increase,  you  have 
several  options  for  action: 

a)  Seek  out  and  orga¬ 
nize  a  tenants'  union  with 
other  tenants  in  the  build¬ 
ing.  This  will  give  you 
much  more  power  to  nego¬ 
tiate  with  the  landlord  and 
protection  against  being 
singled  out  for  eviction. 

b)  Write  a  letter  to  the 
landlord  documenting  any 
bad  conditions  in  the 
apartment  and  why  the 
rent  increase  is  unreason¬ 
able. 

c)  Continue  to  pay  the 
old  rent. 

d)  Negotiate  with  the 
landlord. 

e)  Resist  eviction  to  the 
full  extent  of  the  law. 

7)  If  your  landlord  asks 


you  to  move  out,  and  you 
think  he  is  being  unfair, 
you  might  be  able  to  fight 
back.  Landlords  must  fol¬ 
low  very  strict  legal  guide¬ 
lines  to  evict  a  tenant,  pro¬ 
viding  a  written  Notice  to 
Quit,  followed  by  a  court 
order  for  eviction.  The 
tenant  has  the  right  to  14- 
30  days'  advance  notice 
asking  for  a  voluntary 
move,  and  at  least  two 
weeks'  advance  notice  of  a 
court  date.  Tenants  have 
the  right  to 

translation/  interpretation 
when  going  to  court,  and 
the  right  to  appeal  the 
court's  decision.  You  do 
not  have  to  move  out 
unless  there  is  an  eviction 
order  from  the  Housing 
Court.  There  are  also 
many  legal  and  organizing 
steps  that  tenants  can  take.

ation  has  required  the 
involvement  of  non-profits 
in  the  community  --  some¬ 
times  partnering  with 
experienced  for-profit 
developers  —  to  take 
advantage  of  the  subsidies 
and  loans  offered  by 
affordable  housing  agen¬ 
cies,  and  create  housing 
developments  with  afford¬ 
ability  levels  significantly 
higher  than  13%.  Notable 
Chinatown  housing  devel¬ 
opments  with  deep  afford¬ 
ability  include  Oak  Terrace 
and  the  Metropolitan, 
developed  by  the  Asian 
Community  Development 
Corporation,  and  Tai  Tung 
Village,  developed  by  the 
Chinese  Consolidated 
Benevolent  Association. 

It  is  the  subsidies  and 
loans  offered  by  govern¬ 
ment-sponsored  agencies. 
However,  that  truly  makes 

affordable  housing  possi¬ 
ble.  Subsidies  reduce  the 
cost  to  developers  —  and 
increase  their  willingness  — 
to  participate  in  such  pro¬ 
jects.  In  return  for  the  sub¬ 


sidies,  monitoring  agencies 
generally  want  to  see  deep¬ 
er  and  longer-lasting 
affordability  in  their  pro¬ 
jects.  Subsidies  in  the  City 
of  Boston  include  "linkage" 
money  --  distributed  by  the 
Neighborhood  Housing 
Trust  —  in  which  develop¬ 
ers  of  large-scale  commer¬ 
cial  downtown  projects 
pay  money  to  develop 
affordable  housing  else¬ 
where. 

Additionally,  money 
from  the  national  level  is 
passed  down  to  the  state 
and  Boston  for  use  in  a 
program  called  Home 
Investment  Partnerships 
Program  (HOME),  which 
focuses  on  building  afford¬ 
able  housing. 

Loans  can  also  be  inte¬ 
gral  to  the  development 
process.  Because  creating 
affordable  housing  is  riski¬ 
er  than  creating  market- 
rate  housing,  both  for-prof¬ 
it  and  non-profit  develop¬ 
ers  may  have  trouble  pay¬ 
ing  off  the  high  interest 
rates  from  loans  that  they 
take  out  to  pay  for  building 
a  project.  Therefore,  loans 


from  agencies  such  as  the 
Massachusetts  Housing 
Investment  Corporation 
offer  lower  interest  rates, 
and  have  more  generous 
loan  standards,  but  in 
return  ask  for  certain 
affordability  restrictions  on 
the  development. 

The  creation  of  afford¬ 
able  housing  under  circum¬ 
stances  such  as  those  in 
Chinatown  requires  the 
goodwill  and  partnership 
of  a  wide  range  of  stake¬ 
holders  —  from  govern¬ 
ment  agencies  and  commu¬ 
nity  organizations  to  for- 
profit  partners  and  neigh¬ 
borhood  residents.  It  is 
important  to  always  be 
mindful  of  the  complexity 
of  the  process  and  to  con¬ 
tinually  advocate  for  more 
resources  to  make  deeper 
affordability  a  feasible 
option.

An  economy  unfriendly  to  hotel 
development  long  stalled  the 
proposed  Loews  Boston  Hotel, 
but  after  a  reworked  plan,  the 
25-story  building  should  break 
ground  in  2006.  Located  at  what 
is  now  a  parking  lot  at  the  comer 
of  Tremont  and  Stuart  Streets, 
the  tower  will  include  close  to  70 
condominiums  on  the  top  ten 
floors  and  198  hotel  rooms  on 
the  lower  levels.  Loews  Boston's 
developer.  Sawyer  Enterprises, 
had  originally  proposed  a  390- 
room  hotel  project  in 
2001  but,  according  to 
Sawyer,  because  of  the 
economy  the  project 
stalled. 

"It  will  be  rare  to 
see  a  straight  hotel  pro¬ 
posal  [without  a  resi¬ 
dential  component] 
these  days,"  said  John 
Connolly,  Sawyer's 
vice  president  of  devel¬ 
opment.  Connolly  said 
that  by  mixing  residen¬ 
tial  and  hotel,  "you  can 
get  a  blended  level  of 
financing."  Sawyer  is 
ironing  out  the 
specifics  of  the  revised 
plan,  which  will  need 
to  be  reviewed  by  the 
Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority. 


outh  Bay 

Planning 
Study  Area 

Chinatown  could  have 
a  huge  new  neighbor  in 
coming  years  if  a 
development  proposal 
for  the  so-called  South 
Bay  Planning  Study 
area  goes  as  planned. 

Boston  Residential 
Group,  headed  by 
Curtis  Kemeny,  was 
the  only  developer  to 
respond  to  a  request 
for  proposals  to  devel¬ 
op  the  nearly  10-acre 
plot  of  land,  which  bor¬ 
ders  Chinatown,  and  is 
bounded  by  Kneeland 
and  Hudson  Streets, 
the  Massachusetts 
Turnpike  1-90  mainline, 
and  the  1-93  north¬ 
bound  mainline.  The  site 
includes  parcels  now  becoming 
available  for  development  as  a 
result  of  the  completion  of  the 
Big  Dig  project. 

The  proposal,  which  Boston 
Residential  calls  "very  prelimi¬ 
nary,"  envisions  turning  the 
land,  now  a  mess  of  highway 
ramps  and  roads,  into  a  new 
Boston  district  with  multiple 
high-rises.  The  proposal  centers 
around  a  67-floor  building  called 
the  Gateway  Tower,  and  would 
include  1,669  housing  units, 
11.5%  of  which  would  be  afford¬ 
able,  a  3.5-acre  park,  an  ice  rink, 
a  library  and  commercial  and 
retail  space,  and  plenty  of  park¬ 
ing.  The  plan  also  calls  for  relo¬ 
cating  the  Trigen  steam  tower 
plants  to  the  southern  end  of  the 
property. 

If  the  Massachusetts  Turnpike 
Authority  designates  Boston 
Residential  Group  to  develop  the 
site,  the  developer  envisions  a 
10-year  development  plan. 

Because  of  the  current  loca¬ 


tion  of  Trigen's  steam  stacks  and 
the  need  to  put  much  of  the  pro¬ 
ject  decks  to  match  the  height  of 
the  raised  highway  ramps  and 
roads,  the  development  would 
be  technically  challenging,  said  a 
spokeswoman  for  Boston 
Residential. 

"It's  a  very  challenging  pro¬ 
ject,  but  it's  also  a  project  with 
huge  opportunity  to  create  a  new 
neighborhood  that  links  to 
Chinatown,"  said  Janey  Bishoff, 
spokeswoman  for  Boston 
Residential. 


I  layward  Place 

It's  not  clear  yet  what  shape 
Hayward  Place  will  take.  Months 
after  Millennium  Hayward  LLC 
submitted  plans  to  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  to 
construct  a  12-story  office  build¬ 
ing  on  the  Hayward  Place  office 
block,  the  BRA  "scoped"  the  pro¬ 
ject  and  asked  the  developer  to 
consider  other  uses,  such  as 
housing.  "We  asked  them  to  con¬ 
template  a  number  of  different 
uses,"  said  Meredith  Baumann, 
spokeswoman  for  the  BRA, 

"[such  as]  housing  use,  office 
use,  and  a  no-build  use.  We  are 
awaiting  a  draft  project  impact 
report."  As  first  proposed,  the 
$125  million  project  would  house 
office  space,  with  some  retail  on 
the  first  two  floors  and  153  park¬ 
ing  spaces  underground.  A 
mostly  modem-looking  struc¬ 
ture,  the  building  will  have  an 
exterior  of  glass  and  grey  gran¬ 


ite. 

In  2003,  Millennium  won  a 
city  competition  to  build  on 
Hayward  Place,  surprising  many 
observers  who  expected  to  see  a 
housing  project  picked  for  the 
site.  Millennium  was  the  only 
developer  to  propose  an  entirely 
office-and-retail  only  building 
for  the  parking  lot. 

K  ensington  Place 

Despite  recent  legal  victories  by 
the  developer  of  this  30-story 
apartment  complex,  challenges 


by  a  neighboring  strip  club  still 
remain.  Approved  by  the  BRA  in 
September  of  2003,  Kensington 
Place  plans  to  displace  by  emi¬ 
nent  domain  the  Glass  Slipper, 
which  occupies  the  Kensington's 
development  site  at  the  comer  of 
Washington  and  La  Grange 
Streets.  In  addition  to  replacing 
the  club,  the  Kensington  project 
would  also  replace  a  clust'  er  of 
low-rise  buildings,  including  the 
defunct  Gaiety  Theatre,  which 
was  built  in  1908  and  designed 
by  Clarence  Blackall,  architect  of 
the  Wang  Theatre.  Efforts  by  the¬ 
ater  preservationists  to  save  the 
Gaiety  have  not  been  effective,  as 
Kensington  was  granted  a  demo¬ 
lition  permit  late  last  year.  (A 
hearing  challenging  the  demoli¬ 
tion  permit  was  held  just  before 
Sampan  went  to  press;  see  story 
on  page  3.) 

1J  ark  Essex  (Liberty 
Place) 


Park  Essex,  formerly  known  as 
Liberty  Place,  is  under  construc¬ 
tion  and  should  be  up  by  2006. 
Opinions  were  divided  in 
Chinatown  about  the  28-story 
high-rise  at  the  comer  of  Beach 
and  Washington  Streets.  The 
project  will  have  420  units  and 
471  parking  spaces. 

Essex  Street 
Housing 

As  a  public  benefit  for  the  Park 
Essex  project,  22  units  of  housing 


targeted  to  middle-income  earn¬ 
ers  ages  55  and  up  will  be  creat¬ 
ed  on  Essex  Street.  Also,  25  to  30 
new  units  of  single-room  occu¬ 
pancy  housing  for  low-income 
earners  are  expected  in  coming 
years.  The  housing  was 
promised  by  the  city  and  the 
developers  of  Park  Essex  as  a 
public  benefit  of  the  28-story 
Liberty  Place  project.  The  BRA 
still  has  not  announced  a  site  for 
the  new  housing. 

P  arcel  24 

Asian  Community  Development 
Corporation  and  New  Boston 
Development  Partners  have  pro¬ 
posed  to  build  a  315-unit  project 
for  Parcel  24,  a  strip  of  land 
along  Hudson  Street.  The  project 
would  have  a  maximum  of  20 
stories  near  the  comer  of 
Kneeland  and  Hudson  Streets, 
and  a  minimum  height  of  four 
stories  near  the  far  southern  end 
of  Hudson  Street.  A  total  of  70 


units  would  be  rental  housing 
and  245  units  would  be  condo¬ 
miniums.  A  total  of  70  apartment 
units  are  slated  to  be  affordable 
as  are  99  of  the  condo  units.  The 
project  would  include  about 
5,000  square  feet  of  retail  space, 
6,000  square  feet  of  space  for 
"community  uses,"  and  a  total  of 
165  parking  spaces.  The  Asian 
CDC  and  New  Boston 
Development  Partners  together 
submitted  the  only  proposal  to 
the  Massachusetts  Turnpike 
Authority  to  develop  Parcel  24. 
After  a  review  process,  the 

Turnpike  Authority  will 
decide  whether  to  desig¬ 
nate  the  team  to  develop 
the  parcel.  Up  until  the 
1960s,  Parcel  24  was 
home  to  many  Chinese 
and  Lebanese  immi¬ 
grants  before  their 
homes  were  taken  by  the 
state  and  razed  to  make 
way  for  a  highway 
ramp. 


87  Tyler  St. 

Chinatown  Home 
for  AACA  and 
KKCS 

The  Asian  American 
Civic  Association,  pub¬ 
lisher  of  the  Sampan, 
and  the  Kwong  Kow 
Chinese  School,  are  rais¬ 
ing  money  to  build  a 
shared,  six-and-a-half- 
story  building  at  87 
Tyler  St.  in  Chinatown. 
The  project  is  slated  to 
break  ground  in  one 
year  (see  story  on  front 
page). 


44  Beach  St. 


The  BRA's  board  has 
approved  plans  to  create 
32  apartment  units  at  40- 
44  Beach  St.,  the  building 
of  the  popular 
Chinatown  food  court. 
The  project,  which  is 
proposed  by  the  build¬ 
ing's  owner,  Raymond 
Choi,  would  require  a 
two  story  addition  to  the 
existing  building  and 
renovations. 


IVIass  Pike 


Towers  II 

It's  still  unclear  what  will  hap¬ 
pen  to  a  proposal  to  construct  a 
market-rate  housing  project  on 
the  site  of  Mass  Pike  Towers,  a 
subsidized  apartment  complex  in 
Chinatown.  The  BRA  pulled 
developer  Trinity  Financial's  first 
proposal  last  year. 


That's  not  all... 

The  Hamilton  Company  has  pro¬ 
posed  a  96-unit  apartment  com¬ 
plex  (not  on  map)  at  the  site  of 
Ming's  Market  on  Washington 
Street.  Since  1990,  Hamilton 
Company  has  rented  space  to 
Ming's.  It's  not  yet  clear  if  the 
project,  which  is  under  review, 
would  displace  the  market. 

Also,  Rose  Associates  Inc., 
which  is  proposing  2  Financial 
Center  (not  on  map)  for  201 
Essex  St.,  has  changed  its  pro¬ 
posal  from  a  12-story  office 
building  to  a  15-story  residential 
project.
